Mail review 


USPS wants to 
put the brakes 
on overnight 
postal delivery

WASHINGTON The U.S. Postal Service, struggling to cut costs and 
conserve cash, said Thursday it wants to end overnight delivery of 
letters and postcards and will study 
about 250 processing sites for pos- 
sible closure. 

The agency which lost more 
than $3 billion last quarter, has said 
it must downsize drastically or will 
be forced to stop delivering mail 
by the end of next summer. Over- 
seen by Congress and a regulator, it 
funds its services with postal-related revenue and does not get any 
taxpayer dollars. 

Delivering First Class mail in two to three days instead of one to 
three days could save about $3 billion by 2015, the agency said. The 
change would allow it to close facilities, cut back on overnight 
work and eliminate about 35,000 jobs. 

“Our entire network was designed based on a requirement that 
we maintain the capability to deliver First Class mail the next 
business day” chief operations officer Megan Brennan said. 


“This has enormous implications for the way we process mail 
... and it’s why we currently maintain so many mail processing lo- 
cations,” she said. “Our plan is to rebuild our network based on 

a two- to three-day standard for 
First Class mail.” 

The Postal Service has strug- 
gled to offset falling mail volumes 
as consumers correspond by email 
and pay bills online. Personnel 
costs for its 500,000 employees 
are among the factors driving the 
agency out of business. 

In June, the agency stopped making biweekly payments into 
a retirement fund and, in July said it was considering more than 
3,600 post offices for potential closure. It also wants to stop Sat- 
urday delivery to save cash. 

While the agency has some ability to consolidate and cut costs, 
officials are relying on Congress for serious structural reforms. 
The Postal Service said Thursday’s proposal would not require 
congressional approval but it still would need broader changes to 
get on a path toward financial health.

riMr’S YOUR MAJOR?! 


FROM ZOMBIES TO CYBORGS-THE SKY’S THE LIMIT FOR UNIQUE COLLEGE COURSES 


M What is 'unusual subject matter’ ... to one student 
is ‘OMG I’m dying to learn that!’ to another.”

Make no mistake: The Zombies In Popular 
Media course at Columbia College Chicago is 
no blowoff class. 

The film class offers five hours— a day! — 
of watching, critiquing and writing. But it’s 
still far outside the realm of standard college 
courses, and instructor Brendan Riley an as- 
sociate professor of English at the school, 
likes it that way 

At Columbia, he said, “we’re training art- 
ists, mostly” The goal with classes such as the 
zombie one is simple: “getting them to think 
about the art they’re making in a more com- 
plex way” 

With classes either kicking into high gear 
(at Columbia) or getting ready to start soon 
(at Northwestern University), now seems as 
good a time as any to explore the most exotic 
fare on the collegiate menu. 

The phenomenon doesn’t appear to be lim- 


ited to Chicago-area schools. A recent CNN 
report dug up such courses as a Philosophy 
and “The Wire” class at Georgetown Univer- 
sity and a Cyborg Anthropology class at Lewis 
& Clark College. As more and more schools 
choose to offer offbeat, ultra-specialized or 
just plain weird classes, the teachers of those 
courses say they’re just reflecting a change in 
the way universities approach education. 

Riley for example, said that while 30 years 
ago, a class might have focused on memoriza- 
tion of details, dates and names, courses now 
increasingly try to impart critical thinking to 
their students. 


“The shift away from the canon is represen- 
tative of that shift away from education’s role 
as provider of fact,” Riley said. “It’s not as im- 
portant to remember what day the Civil War 
ended on because that date is two seconds 
away in my phone.” 

Similarly instructors such as Johnny Wil- 
son, who teaches a History of Video Games 
class at DePaul University, says that students 
now need to come to professions such as vid- 
eo game design with a grounding in very spe- 
cific information. 

“When I first started covering the {video 
game] industry [as a journalist], nobody in 


the industry had a degree in computer game 
design or computer animation,” said Wilson, 
an adjunct professor in Game Design. But 
the job market has changed dramatically “In 
order to feed in the industry in terms of tal- 
ent ... [students] really do need a specialized 
education.” 

But not everyone thinks the classes are all 
that unusual, even if they focus on topics not 
generally in a university course catalog. 

“What is ‘unusual subject matter’ ... to one 
student is ‘OMG I’m dying to learn that!’ to 
another,” wrote Patricia Monaghan, profes-

A class for students who want to learn 
how to apply physics to moviemak- 
ing in order to avoid technical errors. 
The topics in the course include “the 
formation of images,” as well as the 
theory of relativity and quantum the- 
ory, according to Columbia.

This music class explores “Russian 
cultural and national identity 
through the study of folk tales” in 
operas. 


Paul, in an email. “I’m not sure things 
are changing. Colleges have always of- 
fered interesting electives.” 

That may be, but other instructors 
believe the work professors do outside 
of the classroom is making its way into 
courses. 

“It’s primarily fed by a change in the 
research. We have more freedom now 
to carry {those} interests” into course 
development, said Sara Hall, an associ- 
ate professor of Germanic Studies at 
UIC who teaches a ’20s in Berlin class. 
She also sees courses meeting the de- 
sires of students. “We’re reaching out 
to match the minds and the interests of 
the students.” 

Either way you slice it, the slate 
of offerings at the average college or 
university often has the out-of-the-or- 
dinary mixed in with the white-bread 
Econ loi course, and RedEye dug up a 
few being offered this year at Chicago- 
area institutions. 

Whether they use unique ways to 
approach tried-and-true subject mat- 
ter or zone in with a microscope on 
the topic at hand, these classes bring 
something new to the educational 
table.

The buzz: Nicholas Winding Refii (hand- 
picked by Gosling to direct) won the Cannes 
Film Fest’s award for best director, which 
isn\ usually given to genre pieces Like “Drive.” 
Refn did make toughness oddly beautiful in 
“Bronson,” however, so perhaps “Drive,” writ- 
ten by HosseinAmini from James Sallis’ novel, 
can live up to hype that’s been building since 
the Cannes audience gave the film a 15-minute 
standing ovation. That’s a lot of standing. 

The verdict: Dangerously cool. At a glance 
“Drive” may look like a speedy, grisly blood- 
bath, and at times it is. Mostly though, Refh 


patiently pulls tension firom every moment— 
whether Driver shares more meaningful 
glances than words with Irene, or sits in the car 
waiting for crooks to return as cops organize 
via radio. Tlie performances, including Albert 
Brooks as a crime boss and Christina Hen- 
dricks as a woman who gets wrapped up in 
the wrong plan, are tightly wound perfection, 
dynamite with the fuse just starting to sizzle. 
Gosling again works wonders with his face: 
Driver, a part-time stuntman who isn’t without 
nerves (he just holds them in check), maybe 
soft-spoken, but he’s never without personal- 
ity Not every piece of “Drive” fits into place; 
Refit’s pursuit of a slow-motion noir opera cre- 
ates a couple of beautiful sequences that earn 
points for cinema but not credibility Style and 
acting this dazzling, however, give a human 
pulse to the most savage behavior.

Just get in the car— ‘Drive’ is road trippin’

There are many ways an actor or director might unwind after a 
long day of shooting. Some might head for the bar; others will 
fall right into bed. 

But when Ryan Gosling and director Nicolas "Vending Refh 
would wrap 12 hours of shooting on “Drive,” their new thriller 
about a man who cruises around L.A., the/d do the last thing 
you’d expect: They’d get in a car and cruise around T.. A, 

'"We would just drive for hours, talking and listening to mu- 
sic,” Gosling, who always took the wheel, recalled recently at a 
Beverly Hills hotel. “And I would say, “ITiis is what we want to 
capture in the movie, this feeling of being in a trance in a car 
with pop music pbying,’ ” he said, the Canadian-born Gosling 
telling another non-native Californian his thoughts about the 
very L.A.-drenched film they were making. 

At the end of their drives, the pair would usually end up at 
the 10 1 Coffee Shop, a Hollywood eatery a few blocks from its 
namesake freeway. Once there, they’d talk about— what else?— 
driving. 

A stylish and often dreamlike mood piece with flashes of a 
1980s aesthetic, “Drive,” which opens Friday, romanticises and 
occasionally criminalizes the activity many commuters dread. 
Inside their vehicles, characters seek peace, make escapes, find 
romance and commit murder. 

But to say “Drive’^ is about automobiles would be Like saying 
“Rocky” is about boxing rings. Over its ethereal electro-pop score. 



“Drive” probes themes of loyalty, loneliness and the dark impulses 
that rise up even when we try our hardest to suppress them* 

Born in Denmark and raised in New York, Refn is in many 
ways the opposite of the much more Hollywood Gosling, yet 
the two are set to collaborate on as many as three new movies 
together, including a remake of the 1976 cult hit “Logan’s Run.” 

In “Drive,” Gosling’s taciturn character— known only as 
Driver— is a stuntman by day and a getaway-car driver by 
night %vho gets involved with a woman, her kid, her ex 
and a lot o f trouble. 

Audiences might see Oscar nominee 
Gosling, normally known for verbally 
dexterous parts, in a new light after the 
film. Like a vintage Steve McQueen 
character. Driver can go without words 
for minutes and never utters more than 
a short sentence or two at a time— an 
approach that Gosling said he impro- 
vised at the start of production. 

“After 'Blue Valentine’ and all the 
press and all the talking for that 
movie and in that mo\ie, I was tired 
of talking,” the actor said. “We also 
wanted to create an atmosphere of be- 
ing in the car and the spell it puts you un- 
der, and talking pulls you out of that spell.”

St Vincent's songs are so in- 
dividually rich and varied that 
they remind me of babysitting 
a six-year old niece and being 
confronted by the intricate 
s T R A M G E MERCY factions of her inscrutably 
complete fantasy kingdom, 
rendered In crayon on notebook paper and given a tenta- 
tive foothold In reality by a gaggle of mismatched model 
horses. Annie Clark / St Vincent's new record "Strange 
Mercy” is more pure, inviting beauty to get lost in, and I get 
Ihe impression that when it's "over " it actually keeps playing 
in the background like a parallel universe in the coat closet. 
Track five, "Northern Lights/' is the first one I played twice, 
and then three times. 



SONG TO SEND OFFSUMMER 
I Can’t Forget The Pixies (Leonard Cohen) 
"Summer's gone, but a lot goes on forever.” The most 
enduring legacy of the irreparably hit-and-miss 1991 
Leonard Cohen tribute "I'm Your Fan” has got to be 
John C ale's reinvention of "Hallelujah” to which all 
subsequent covers owe more than the original (I'm 
looking at you. Buckley). But the track that makes the 
disc worth owning is the Pixies' take on "I Can't Forget/' 
a noir-ish southwestern tale about aging and regret the 
passing of another year, and a few hints at a "Bonnie & 
Clyde”-style couple that shed their ampersand years 
ago. The Pixies' al most-epic rendition could serve as 
the closing credits of everyone's personal summer 
road movie; barreling toward the horizon alongside 
the rhythmic dashing of yellow highway lines, clinging 
to summer's fleeting triumphs and trying to outrace 
the inevitable: "I promise, cross my heart they'll never 
catch us / but if they do just tell them it was me/' 


OLD 

Sax Rohmer #1 The Mountain Goats 

"Chalk marks show up on a few high windowsills “ Somewhere along 
the line, the title track and first single of The Mountain Goats' “Heretic 
Pride" (200S) became my "Stairway to Heaven." The title and lyrics 
pay homage to the pulp world of English novelist Sax Rohmer, proba- 
bly most famous for creating ubiquitous caricature Fu Manchu if that 
still counts as a thing to be famous for Which is maybe the point- 
the song's imagery is steeped in a forgotten genre-after the era of 
pirates, before the reign of detectives-where lawless, nameless men 
traded allegiances and secrets in newborn cities growing like fungus against the water in the wild, 
wild east Even within The Mountain Goats enviable catalog it's not the deepest cut or the hippest 
choice, but I'm not singing along in the car at the top of my lungs because I think I look cool.

struggling financially thanks to a gambling 
ex— is likable although I did cringe a tad 
when she kept calling her break-up blues 
the “saddles.” (But I hate baby talk and it 
was totally in character, so don’t mind me.) 

Burrell’s storytelling draws you in but 
doesn’t overpower, and the banter between 
the women is easy and appealing. And lest 
you fear there’s some finger-wagging hid- 
den in the pages, Burrell doesn’t go quite 
that far and the ending doesn’t feel like 'A 
Very Special Episode of Blossom.” Even 
better, she resists the chick lit writer urge 
to create some semblance of “Sex and the 
City.” Meghan, in particular, is much more 
simpatico a character than Carrie Bradshaw 
in these tough times.
